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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



1 . Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear as to whether the recited amounts governing the claimed components are 
based upon total composition or solely upon the sum total of the recited materials. 

In claim 7, no distinction can be seen between the amino group-containing compound and 
the polyamide material. As presently recited, these materials read on one and the same 
component. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 
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4. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over EP 1239008 or under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over U.S. 6,733,853 (both to Takashima 
et al). 

EP '008 and U.S. 6 853 each disclose polyester-based resin compositions comprising a 
blend of a polyamide resin (A) and a polyester (B). The polyester compositions are governed by 
phosphorus and alkali metal (antimony) contents falling within the scope of the present claims. 

The examples provide various formulations, e.g., containing polyamide MXD6 and 
poly(ethylene terephthalate, meeting the terms of the present claims both with regard to types of 
materials added and their contents. Given the chemical similarity to those presently claimed, it is 
reasonably believed that the reference compositions would enjoy the same properties and 
characteristics governing the presently claimed products. The onus is shifted to applicants to 
establish that the product of the present claims is not the same as or obvious from that set forth 
by the references. 

Regarding claim 7, as presently recited the amino group-containing compound reads on 
the same entity as the polyamide and, as such, both of said components are deemed met by the 
polyamide material of the reference. It is, however, noted that it is within the scope of the 
general disclosure of the references to further incorporate additional materials, inclusive of 
amino-containing materials, which would further read on said amino group-containing 
compound..
